HER MEN ARE SAVED 


Sister Ship of Ocean Is Fourth ‘Allied 
Warship Sent to Bottom in Straits 
—British Submarine Penetrates 
Sea of Marmora and Sinks Two 
Gunboats and Transport.

LONDON, May 13.—The British battleship Goliath was tor- 
pedoed by a Turkish destroyer in the Dardanelles last night and 
sunk with a loss of life of more than 500. The sinking of the war- 
‘ship—the fourth big vessel to be lost by the allies since they began 
their operations in the Dardanelles—was announced in the House 
of Commons today by Winston Spencer Churchill, First Lord of 
the Admirality, who also said the British submarine E14 had pen- 
etrated the Dardanelles to the Sea of Marmora and sunk two Turk- 
ish gunboats and a large Turkish transport. 


Churchill’s statement to the House was as follows: 

‘<The Goliath was torpedoed last night in a torpedo attack by destroyers 
while protecting the French flank just inside the straits. 

‘‘Twenty officers and 160 men were saved, which I feel means that over 


500 were lost. 


‘<The Admiral commanding at the Dardanelles also telegraphs that the 
submarine E14, which with so much daring penetrated to the Sea of Marmora, 


has reported that she sank two Turkish gunboats and a

The Goliath was a sister ship of the 
Ocean, which was destroyed in the Dar- 
danelles with the Irresistible and the 
French ‘battleship Bouvet March 18, and 
was of 12,950 tons displacement. It was 
completed in 1900 and the normal con- 
plement was 750 men. The ship's prin- 
cipal armament consisted of four 12-

inch guns, and 12 6-inch guns. Other 
vessels of the same class are the Cano- 
|pus, Glory, Albion and Vengeance. 
April 5 a wireless dispatch from Ber- 
lig said information had been received 
there that the British battleship Lord 
Nelson had stranded inside the straits 
and had been destroyed by the fire of 
Turkish guns. This report was not con- 


firmed by the British Admiralty. 


French Take Carency With Bayonet; 
Germans Nearly Driven From Neuville 


PARIS, May 13.—Tne War Office this 
afternoon issued the following state- 
ment on the progress of hostilities: 

“We won brilliant successes Wednes- 
day evening and Wednesday night to 
the north of Arras. 

“At Notre Dame de Lorette we are 
masters of the fort, as well as of the 
chapel. 

“In the vast quadrilateral of trenches 
and earthworks, which Is to the south 
of the chapel! of Notre Dame de Lorette, 
we have been subjected to a very vio- 
lent counter-attack. A ferocious com- 
bat, which lasted all night long, devel- 
oped in this quadrilateral. In the morn- 
ing we were complete masters of the 
situation, having inflicted very heavy 
losses on the enemy. 

“During Wednesday night we also 
took by assault all the village of Ca- 
rency, as well as the forts to the 
north of it, Mill No. 125. The German 
garrison stationed in this village and jn 
this forest wood was composed of one 
battalion of the 108th Regiment of In- 
fantry; one battalion of the 136th Regi- 
ment of Infantry; one battalion of Ba- 
varian Chasseurs and six companies of 
pioneers, 300 men to a company. These 
forces had made of Carency and of Hill 
No. 125 in the forest a position of great 
strength. In spite of the fact that their 
numbers had been very much reduced 
by their losses in killed, wounded and 
prisoners on previous days, these forces 
Muring the entire night put up a des- 
perate resistance to our attack deliv- 
ered against a maze of trenches, block- 
houses and narrow passages. We broke 
down this resistance of the enemy and 
at break of day we were in complete 
mastery of the situation. Our troops 
killed hundreds of Germans at the point 
of the bayonet. We made 1050 prisonerr, 
of whom about 3 are officers. Included 
in these latter is a Colonel and the com. 
mandant of the battalion of Chasseurs. 

“At the southern exit of Souchez 
our positions were subjected yester- 
day to violent attack on the part of 
the enemy. Nevertheless, we retained 
them. 

“At Neuville our attacks on the 
village itself and to the north of the 
village made perceptible progress. To 
the north of Neuville we tcok pos- 
session of trenches several hundred 
yards long and we occupied the ee 
called the Highway des Carrier 
Owhich runs from Neuville to Gi 
chy. In the village itself we Soom: 
pied yesterday morning only’ the 
southern portion, the enemy stil! 
holding the center and the northern 
part. An attack delivered late in 
the afternoon resulted in our occupy- 
ing house by house all the central 
‘ portion of this village. The Germans 
_ «~wrere driven back to the extreme 


northern part, where we are outflank- 
ing them. Our troops in this fight- 
ing wave admirable evidence of cour- 
age and tenacity. 

“In the forest of Le Pretre we oc- 
cupied yesterday a new line of Ger- 
man trenches.” 


GERMAN AFRICAN 
CAPITAL CAPTURED 


Gen. Botha’s Forces Take Wind- 
hoek and Proclaim 
Martial Law. 

LONDON, May 13.—An official state- 
ment made public at Cape Town and 
received by the Reuter Telegram Co., 
Says that Windhoek, capital of German 
Southwest Africa, was captured yester- 
day without resistance by the Union of 
South Africa forces under Gen. Botha. 
Thé population of the town consists of 
#06 Europeans and 12,000 natives. Botha’s 
troops took a considerable quantity of 
railway rolling stock. Martial law has 
been proclaimed throughout the _ con- 

quered territory. 

Announcement was made April 20 that 
the forces of the Union of South Africa 
hac occupled Keetmanskop, the most 
important town in German Southwest 
Africa, next to the captal, thus obtain- 
ing command of the railroad leading 
to Windhoek. A statement was issued 
May 6 telling of the occupation by Gen. 
Botha of Karibib after -.a forced march 
of 3% miles over a waterless waste. 


Turkish Cruiser Damaged by Russian 
Black Sea Fleet. 

LONDON, May “13.—-Dispatches 
from Odessa assert that the Turki 
cruiser Sultan Selim (formerly the 
Goeben) was badly damaged Monday 
in an engagement with the Russian 
Black Sea fleet, which was bombard- 
ing the forts of the Bosphorus. 

The Turkish official version of the 
encounter, received by wireless, fol- 
lows: w 

“A Russian fleet including five bat- 
tleships, two cruisers, 12 torpedo 
boats and some transports steamed 
to a point near the entrance to the 
Bosphorus with a view of renewing 
its demonstration: The Selim opened 
a heavy fire and the Russians beat a 
hasty retreat to Sebastopol. The 
leading battleship was badly dam- 
aged. The Russian fleet was able to 
escape from the Selim only by enter- 
ing a fortified harbor.”

PICKPOCKET’S BOND 
tT ASIDE WHILE 


Lieutenant-Governor Painter Re- 
verses Ruling by Gov. Major 
That $1500 Must Be Paid. 


ACTS OVER A_ PROTEST 


Circuit Attorney Objected to Re- 
lieving Sam Weisman of Pay- 
ing After Man’s Flight. 


Painter, acting Govern- 
or while Gov. Major is at the Pana- 
ma Exposition, in Jefferson City yes- 
terday set aside for Sam Weisman, a 
professional bondsman, the forfeiture 
of a $1500 bond of Harry Lacker, a 
notorious pickpocket. Gov. Major, 
after an investigation three weeks 
ago, ruled that Weisman musi. pay 
the bond. Painter acted over the 
protest of Circuit Attorney Harvey. 

The Lieutenant-Governor said this 
morning that he did not know Gov. 
Major had refused-to set aside the 
forfeiture. Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Baer, who appeared before the 
Lieutenant-Governor, told a Post-Dis. 
patch reporter that they discussed the 
Governor's refusal to set aside the 
forfeiture. 

Wrote to Governor's Office. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey personally ap- 
peared before the Governor three weeks 
ago. After the Governor refused to grant 
Weisman’s request, it was rumored 
about the Municipal Courts building 
that as soon as Gov. Major left the 
State the application would be renewed 
before Lieutenant-Governor Painter. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer wrote 
to the Governor’s office asking that if 
the matter again should be presented 
that he be notified. He received his no- 
tice. and appeared before Lieutenant- 
Governor Painter last aSturday. 

He said this morning that he told the 
Lieutenant-Governor that pickpockets 
frequently obtained professional bonds- 
men to sign their bonds, that they then 
failed to appear for trial and that the 
professional bondsmen had been very 
successful in having forfeitures set aside. 

Now in a Penitentiary. 

He said the Lieutenant-Governor told 
him that Senator Michael Kinney had 
told him that Danny Naughton, who 
formerly was Clerk of the House of 
Delegates and who was acquitted of a 
charge of perjury in connection with a 
garage boodle scandal in the House of 
Lelegates, would have to pay the bond, 
as he had induced Weishan to sign it. 
Senator Joseph Brogan also appeared 
in behalf of Weisman. 

Lieutenant- Governor Painter this 
morning said he set aside the forfeiture 
because it was shown to him that 
Lacker is in the West Virginia peniten- 
tiary and that it is a physical impossi- 
bility for Weisman to bring him to Mis- 
souri. 

Lacker was caught Oct. 30, 1913, on an 
Olive street car at Grand avenue, when 
picking the pocket of Charles W. La- 
Grave of 3702 Evans avenue. His bond 
of $1500 was declared forfeited in the 
Circuit Court, when he failed to appear 
for trial.

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ENGLAND WILL 
REPATRIATE ITS 
MALE ENEMIES 


Witness for Him Says Roosevelt 
Last Year Said Republicans 
Needed Him Again. 


LONDON, May 13.—Premier Asquith 
announced in the House of Commons 
today that “all male enemies over 
military age will be repatriated.” 

He also said that women and chil- 
dren in suitable cases will be repat- 
r‘ated, although some might remain. 

The Government proposes to seg- 
regate ‘“‘all adult male enemies for 
their own safety and for the safety 
of the country,’ Premier Asquith told 
the House of Commons. 

The Premier’s annoumcement is the 
result of attacks on Germans and 
their property in England since the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 


Allens,

40,000 Unnaturalized 
In announcing the alien policy 
Government, the Premier said: 
“At this moment some 40,000 
uralized aliens, of whom 24,000 are men, 
are at large In this country. The Gov- 
ernment proposes that all adult males 
of this class should, for their own safo- 
ty and that of the country, be segre- 
gated and interned. If over the mili- 
tary age they should be repatriated. 


19,000 Aliens Already Interned. 

“In the case of naturalized aliens, 
who in law are British subjects, num- 
bering about 8000, the prima facie pre- 
sumption should be the other way, but 
exceptional cases established to the sat- 
isfaction of the advising body will he 
specially dealt with. There must be 
powers of internment in cases of proved 
necessity or danger.’’ 

Premier Asquith mentioned incidental- 
ly that 19,000 non-naturalized alien ene- 
mies already had been interned in 
Great Britain. Andrew Bonar Law, the 
leader of the opposition, said he wel- 
comed the Premier's statement for the 
reason that the country was so aroused 
it was Hkely to get out of hand.

NEW YORK, May 13.—The New York World’s special news 
report from Washington this morning says: ‘‘Germany will refuse 
to discontinue her present methods of submarine warfare. 

‘The usual formalities of note exchanging and representations 
must be followed, but the ultimate refusal of Germany to meet the 
American demands already is determined. 

‘‘Germany will continue to destroy belligerent vessels without 
If Americans persist in traveling under the 
French or Russian flags they. may be killed.

“An official of the German embassy 
said that this is the German position, 
and it will not be modified or aban- 
doned. He added that the German For- 
eign Office will politely inform the State 
Department tnat Germany regrets that 
Americans have been killed, but it can- 
not accept the terms of the Washington 
Government. 

Not Worrted by Prospects. 

“The German Uovernment realizes, it 
was learned, that its reply will proba- 
tly mean severance of diplomatic re- 
lations, and that any untoward occur- 
ence will then bring a condition of war 
Germany is not worried by either pros- 
pect. 

“For the present, the German Gov- 
crnment believes, the hostility of the 
United States would have no more di- 
rect bearing on the European situation 
ihan the hostility of Japan now has. 
Gut it would enable Germany to act 
without restraint in attacking American 
shipping wiih submarines. In this way, 
Jermany would hope to stop, or greatly 
lessen, the supply of munitions of war 
from the United States to the allies. 

“The maritime war zone would then 
be broadened indefinitely, and American 
ships would be torpedoed in any Euro- 
pean waters. Germany's flotilla of 200 
submarines would be depended on for 
this purpose.

American army would at any time be- 
come an important factor in the war on 
the continent, or that the American 
navy could do anything that the British 
end French navies are not now doing. 
On the other hand, some Garman diplo- 
mats hold that :f Germany had a free 
tiand in dealing with American shipping, 
Russia’s supply of munitions could be 
so cut off that she would soon be almost 
helpless. 

‘The German position, as stated above, 
reached the World correspondent from 
a source that cannot be questivned. 

‘The Adiministration will not alter its 
policy in the slightest degree. The 
President has reached a final conclu- 
sion His Cabinet has approved his 
position. He is satisfied that ihe Amer- 
ican people will approve. 

“The Administration will await Ger- 
many’s formal reply, and it ts believed 
that preparations then will be started 
to support the President's determination 
that Germany shall be held to a “strict 
accountability.’’ 

“As stated, in effect, in his note to 
Germany, the President is satisfied that 
che time has come when the United 
States must take a stand in the name 
of humanity, that the whole structure 
of internationai law and neutral rights. 
created during the last 2000 years, shall 
pot be destroyed by brute force at the 
will of a single Government.”’

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The note of the United States 
Government to Germany demanding guarantees that attacks 0) 
merchantmen carrying noncombatants shall end and for repa 
tion for violations of American rights in the war zone was sta 
on its way to Germany this afternoon. President Wilson in the 
morning had put the finishing touches on the document. At 1 p.m, 
the note had been cleared over the telegraph wires from Washing 
tén and was started on its way under the sea. It must go by 
of Gibraltar and Malta and then to Rome and over land lines 
Vienna and Berlin. As a courtesy a copy is to be delivered &

The note will be given out in Washington about 9 o’clock tonight (Sp

Note to Reach Berlin Tonight. 


In announcing the decision to publish the note tonight, Seeretary B 
said he expected it could be transmitted to Germany in time for delivery 
the German Foreign Office during the night or early tomorrow.

LONDON PAPERS 
MILDLY DISCUSS 


Two Comment on It Before 
They Know It Had No Bear- 
ing on Lusitania Disaster. 


LONDON, May 13.—The only London 
papers to comment editorially on the 
President's Philadelphia speech, assum- 
ing, before the receipt of his disavowa!l, 
that he had the Lusitania case and the 
consequent policy of the United States 
in mind, are the Standard and the Daily 


Express. 
“It would be unjust as well as un- 
mannerly,”’ says the Standard, ‘“‘to scofi 
at President Wilson’s ‘too proud to 
fight’ epeech. It is America’s affair 
and here only, what steps she cares - 
take to impress on Germany the enor- 
mity of her offense in taking over 100 
American lives. English may think it 
just as useful to ask the wolf why he 
made the ewe bleat for the lamb ag to 
expostulate with‘ the German Govern- 
ment, but after all, it is no business of 
ours, 

“We all know that it is not want of 
courage that makes the American peo- 
ple, despite their intense resentment, de- 
sirous to escape a ridiculous and un- 
necessary participation in the war. What 
ever else may be said of Mr. Wilson he 
has shown moral courage of the hignest 
Jj order.” 

The Standard then goes on to contra- 
dict the German claim that either the 
British Government or the Cunard Line 
was in any way responsible for the dis- 
aster. 

“Germany and Germany alone is an- 
swerable,”’ it says. “It may be sug- 
geated with all deference that it would 
be a graceful act if President Wilson 
made it quite clear that he does not 
share the views of the German apologist 
section of hig countrymen. Even if it 
should be found that inadequate precau- 
tion had been taken, the fact does not in 
the least shift the burden of responsi- 
bility.’’ 

The Express says: “The Wilgon pol- 
icy has been. denounced by American 
politicians. Even a foreigner may re- 
mark that it seems to lack logic and 
enterprise. The Germans declare that 
America’s one idea is to make money, 
and that as long as sufficient compen- 
sation is paid, she will make no trouble, 
whatever happens. 

“We do not for one moment believe 
that this is true, but we quite under- 
stand that the super-pacificism of Wash- 
ington should have led the never too in- 
telligent Germans to believe that it rep- 
resents the American mind. Germany 
has taken us back into the fourteenth 
century; President Wilson is apparently 
eager to drag us before our time into 
the twenty-second.”

United States Ambassador Gerard 
ordered the forcible ejection from the 
American embassy of Maurice Som- 
born, European director of the Na- 
tional Sweeper Company of Torring- 
ton, Conn., and Marion Ind., for abuse 
against President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Bryan. He has ap- 
pealed to the German Government, 
asking that the offender be expelled.

He told the American envoy that Sec- 
retary of State Bryan had “accepted 
British bribes." 

“I won't have anybody insult the 
Secretary, whom I represent, in my 
office,” Gerard exclaimed. “Get out.” 

“I won't get out,” Somborn retort- 
ed. “I have evidence that Bryan is 
bribed.” 

Gerard repeated his admonition to 
the man to leave, and when he stil) 
refused, called his butler, who finally 
ejected Somborn forcibly. 

“T will ask the German Government 
to expel Somborn for his repeated abuse 
of President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan at this embassy,’’ the Ambassa- 


dor said. 

Company Manager Disavows Any 
Dealings With Hmbaasy. 
TORRINGTON, Conn., May 13.—-C. Q. 
Porter, general manager of the Nation- 
al Sweeper Co. of this town, which, up 
to the outbreak of the war, did a busi- 
nese in carpet sweepers and vacuum 
cleaners in G¢gmany, said today he was 
surprised to hear that Maurice Som-

PENALTY FOR NEWSPAPERS 


Law Distinctly Covers Editorials 
Approving the Sinking of the 
Lusitania. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Apparently 
the administration, little as it approves 
of the activities of Dr. Bernhard Dern- 
burg, Germany's nonofficial spokesman 
in this eountry, has no present intention 
of giving formal recognition to him by 
deporting him. 

The German embassy has disclaimed 
responaibility for Dr. Dernburg. Con- 
sequently, so far as this Government 
has any knowledge, the former German 
Colonial Secretary is in this country 
purely as a private citizen of a friendly 
State, amenable to the laws, but en 
titled in all respects to immunity from 
persecution or extra-legal interference. 

There appears to be a feeling in offi- 
cial circles here that any attempt to 
suppress the Dector’s pro-German prop- 
aganda would merely afford an oppor- 
tunity for charges from other German 
sympathizers that the Government was 
trying to muzzle ‘‘public opinion.” 

No Law to Reach Dernburg. 

Sc far as officials of the Department 
of Justice have been able to ascertair, 
there is no law on the statute books 
which would apply to the utterances of 
Dernburg. It was pointed out today 
that even though Dr. Deraburg may 
have been guilty ef making utterances 
through the mails, he could not be held 
to accountability for whatever he may 
have said in support of Germany's most 
recent practices on the high seas. 

Newspaper editors in the United States 
who approved the action of Germany 
in torpedoing the Lusitania, are liable 
to a fine of $6000 and imprisonment for 
five years, or both, 

Since the sinking of the Lusitania, 
many newspapers published in this coun- 
try have editorially approved the de- 
struction of this passenger ship and the 
sreat loss of life which resulted. With- 
out waiting to have its attention called 
to the matter, the Department of Justice 
has before it an amendment to the pena! 
code of the United States, adopted in 
March, 1911, bearing upon the transmis- 
sion of newspapers and other periodicals 
through the mails. The section referring 
to the recent editorials {n pro-German 
newspapers in dealing with the destruc- 
tion of the Lusitania, reads: 

“And the term ‘indecent’ within the 
intendment of this section shall include 
matter of a character tending to incite 
arson, murder and assassination.”’ 


Heavy Penalty Provided. 

A heavy penalty and prison sentence 
may be imposed in such cases. 

It ig not the intention of the officials 
of the Department of Justice at this time 
to deal summarily with those publica- 
tions which printed the inflammable ed- 
itorials. Attention was simply called to 
the provision of law which may te in- 
voked, in order to serve as a warning to 
other publications whose editors might 
hold views similar to those expressed 
and circulated through the United States 
maiis since the sinking of the Lusitania. 


{talians Flee From Austria; Troops 
Massing at Border. 


UDINE, Italy, May 13.—Every 
preparation has been made for the 
proclamation of a state of siege in 
all the Austrian territory which bor- 
ders on Italy. The Government al- 
ready is in the hands of the police 
and military. 

Italians whose homes are in Aus- 
tria already have fled for safety 
across the frontier in great numbDers, 
It is egtimated that 40,000 would have 
left Trieste alone, while’ the total 
will aggregate 120,000. Large contin- 
gents of Austrian troops are con- 
stantly arriving at Trieste and points 
in Goraz and Gradisca. It is asserted 
in military circles here that Austria 
has been quietly gatheking this new 
army for possible operations against 
Italy. 

At some points on the _ frontler 
Austrian and Italian troops are in 
such close contact that they can see 
each other, The Austrians have oc- 
cupied strongly fortified entrench- 
ments. The bridge leading to Pon- 
tebba, just acrosg the Italian fron- 
tier, has been mined as have the 
tridges across the Isonzo_ River. 
Trains and automobiles which cross 
these bridges are compelled to travel 
at a snajl's pace. Many Germay offi- 
cers are with the Austrian troops 
camped near Gorg and Trieste.

AIR AND UNDERSEA 
WARFARE BELIEVED 
TO BE GERMAN PLAN 


Reports of U. S. Observers Indi- 
cate She Will Rely Mainly on 
Aeroplanes and Submarines. 


WASHINGTON, May 13—The confi- 
dential reports received in Washington 
from American observers in Europe 
have satisfied some of the leading mili- 


tary authorities that Germany wilP rely 
to a great extent hereafter on her sub- 
marines and air macnines. 

These reports indicate that the Ger- 
man Government is turning out subma- 
rines and air machines at a rate that 
never has been equaled. Army officers 
appear to be satisMed that the Ger- 
man aviators are preparing to attac« 
the British navy with a fleet of several 
hundred air machines, in the hope that 
some of them may succeed in vitally 
damaging Great Britain’s first line of 
defense. 

Naval officers believe that Admiral 
von Tirpitz is preparing a similar at- 
tack under the water. 

American army woservers have re- 
ported to Washington that the German 
line appears to be standing like a wall, 
and there is no reason to believe that 
the allie@ forces will be able to take the 
fighting into Germany in the near fu- 
ture, 

It is believed here that Germany will 
have all the territory in the vicinity 
of her border so thoroughly mined that 
it will be impossible for the allies to 
make an advance over such ground. 


St. Paul Pioneer Press Urges Action 
Against “Spies” in This Country. 
ST. PAUL, May 13.—The Pioneer Press 

says editorially: “It appears that the 

Lusitania horror could not have been 

perpetrated as it was without collusion 

in this country. At least persons in New 

York had knowledge of it and presuma- 

bly gave aid and counsel in its exeou- 

tion. This is a situation which may 
well claim the concern of the United

LONDON, May 13.—It has been learned 
in diplomatie circles here that a crisia 
is near in the relations of Germany 
with the South American republic of 


Chile. The severance of diplomatic in- 
tercourse between the two countries ts 
considered highly probable. 

The present situation had is origin in 
the attack on the Dresden, a German 
protected cruiser, im Chilean territorial 
waters March 14 last, by the British 
cruisera Glasgow, Orama and Kent. The 
Dresden was sunk fn a harbor of the 
Juan Fernandez Islands, belonging to 
Chile. 

Germany protested to Chile against 
this violation of her neutrality, and 
Chile forwarded a protest to England. 
Sir Edward Grey, British Foreign Min- 
ister, sent an apology to the Chilean 
Government. This apology was accepted, 
and Chile considered the matter at an 
end. 

But the German Government, on re- 
ceiving Chile’s report of the diplomatic 
correspondence with England, protested 
vehemently against Chile’g acceptance 
of the British apology. Chile was urged 
to demand reparation, ,which she de- 
clined to do, and the Berlin Government 
then sent to Santiago a communication 
which the Chilean Government conside- 
ered insulting, and constituting an un- 
warrantable interference with the sov- 
ereign rights of that country. 

Chile responded with a virtual ultima- 
tum, demanding that Germany with- 
draw her expreasions and apologise. 
There is ground for believing that a 
period of five days was granted for 
Germany's reply. 


German Embassy Withdraws 
Advertisement of Warning 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Ger- 
man embassy last night notified by 
letter and telegraph newspapers in 
all the iarger cities of the United 
States to discontinue the publication of 
its advertisement warning Americans 
against transatiantic travel on bellig- 
erent ships. 

Tt was stated at the embassy that the 
warning was considered to have been 
sufficient. Officials of the German em- 
bassy not only considered that the ad- 
vertisements already published had had 
the effect of giving sufficient warning, 
but deemed it inadvisable to continus 
the advertisement in view of the exist- 
ing situation following the sinking of 
the Lusitania. This advertisement, 
which appeared twice, was to have been 
published for the third time Saturday. 
On its firet appearance, the advertise- 
ment was printed In some papers on 
the same page with the announcement 
of the approaching sailing of the Lusi- 
tania.

Reriin Writer Says Lusitania’s Sink- 
ing Is Werth More “Than 100 
Battles.” 
LONDON, May 13.—The Daily News 
today prints in its editorial columns a 
quotation from the Berlin Lokal An- 
seiger, signed by Erich von Salzmann, 
on the Lusitania, which in part runs as 
follows: 
“England's world domination is gone 
forever; the mistress of the seas who 
oppressed the small nations with the 
most brutal ruthlessness and to whom 
North America kowtows, has received 
a well-aimed smack in the face; a veri- 
table knockout of the boxing ring. 
“The fact that we Germans destroyed 
this ship must make us proud of our- 
selves. The Lusitania case will obtain 
for us more respect than 100 battles 
would on land.’ 


Americans in Paris Call on Wilson to 
Demang Reparation. 

PARIS, May 13.—-The American 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris has 
adopted resolutions calling on Presi- 
dent Wilson to exact reparation from 
Germany for the loss of American 
lives by the torpedoing of the Lusi- 
tanta. 

Mississippi Governor Blames Passen- 
gere on Lusitania, 

JACKSON, Miss., May 13.—Gov. Brew- 
er of Mississippi, in a statement here to- 
day, declared that as Americans had 
been warned not to take passage on the 
British steamship Lusitania, he could 
not understand why the United States 
should quarrel with Germany because 
Americans lost their lives as a result of 
the torpedoing of the vessel. 

“Americans were given fair warning 
to stay off,” he said. “The passengers 
knew what to expect and took the risk.”

ROCKEFELLER WINS 
$1 500000 TAX

Federal District Court Grants In- 
junction, Holds Assessment

CLEVELAND, O., May 13.—John D. 
Rockefeller today won an important 
victory in his fight to prevent the col- 
lection of taxes on $311,000,000 in per- 
sonal property by Cuyahoga County, 
when Judge John H. Clarke, in United 
States District Court here, granted an 
injunction asked by Rockefeller. The 
taxes sought to be obtained amounted to 
about $1,600,000, including a penalty of 
£0 per cent for failure to pay when due 

The assessment, which is held to be 
invalid, was made in Feb. 1914, when 
tax commissioners visited the Rockefel- 
ler summer home at Forest Hill here. 
They served papers on the “oll king, ’ 
whioh alleged that he had remained in 
the county more than six nionths of the 
tax year and, therefore, under the Ohio 
law, was a resident of Ohio for taxation 
purposes. 

Judge Clarke decided tnat Reckefel- 
ler’s contention that he intended t-. 
leave Cleveland in October, 1913, instead 
of remaining here until February, 1914, 
cue to the illness of Mrs. Rockefeller 
and her sister, Miss Lucy Spelman, wae 
a valid excuse and did not make him 
an Ohio resident under the meaning of 
the law.

GERMAN SHOPS IN ENGLAN

BATTERED AND LOOTED AND 
KEEPERS ARE DRIVEN AWAY 


Populace, Incensed by Sinking of Lusitania and 


Other Abuses, Engage 


in Riots in Many Cities 


—Women Among Those Who Participate. 


om 

LONDON, May 13.—The sinking of the 
steamer Lusitania has aroused to a vio- 
lent climax the smoldering hatred and 
suspicion of Germans living in England. 
This animosity has found expression 
during the last 24 hours in attacks on 
German shops in London and Liverpool, 
while there have been minor disturb- 
ances in Glasgow and a few other 
places. 

Windows were smashed and some Ger- 
man shops were pillaged. The proprie- 
tors generally were driven away by 
angry crowds. None of the persons at- 
tacked are reported to have been seri- 
ously injured, but a considerable number 
were beaten and their clothes torn. One 
or two shops have been set on fire by the 
rioters. 

A spontaneous movement has devel- 
oped in the London market to boycott 
subjects of enemy countries and small 
dealers who appeared for supplies were 
turned away and a number of them were 
driven away by crowds. 

Police Force Inadequate. 

The police forces of both London and 
Liverpool have been depleted by enlist- 
ment and special constables have been 
called out to help the regulars. These 
constables, however, are mostly citizens, 
without experience in police work, and 
the mobs often have got the better of 
them. A number of policemen have 
been injured during the riotings. 

Scotland Yard today issued an emer- 
gency call for all special Constables 
to report immediately for duty. This 
would appear to be the only precau- 
tionary measure taken by the authori- 
t.es this morning for the protection of 
_ Germans in England. 

For the moment the anti-German 
rioting and attacks in the poor quarters 
of London and Liverpool, as well as in 
Manchester, Birkenhead, Glasgow, South 
I-nd and elsewhere would appear to have 
ceased. 

Many of the disturbers of peace were 
brought before the police courts and re- 
ceived punishment ranging from four 
months’ imprisonment imposed on one 
Liverpool woman to a 4 shillings’ fine. 

In several instances English, Swiss 
and Russian shops bearing Teutonic 
names have been mistaken by the riot- 
ers for German establishments and suf- 
fered the same damage as the German 
shops. 

The anti-German movement is in no- 
wise confined to the lower classes of 
the population. There had been a 
general demand by the newspapers for 
the internment of all subjects of enemy 
countries. Premier Asquith has made a 
statement foreshadowing that the 
Government will carry out the popular 
demand for placing these aliens in con- 
centration camps. 

It is estimated that there are 60,000 
persons of German or aAusirian birth 
outside the internment camps in En- 
gland, of whom 20,000 are in London. 
The majority are engaged in humble oc- 
cupations. as small shop keepers, bar- 
bers, waiters and workingmen. 

Fear Aid to Raiders. 

Some of the newspapers have been as- 
serting that in the event of Zeppelins 
raiding London and starting fires as was 
done at Southend, these aliens would 
assist the raid by helping to. light. fires 
throughout the city. Some of the pa- 
pers have also called attention to the 
wealthy financiers of German birth as 
the most dangerous potential enemies, 
because of fheir facilities for furnishing 
information to the enemy. 

The Government did not call upon the 
military until late last nighi, when the 
riots at Southend, provoked by a Ger- 
man airship raid in which an old wom- 
an was killed, led the General com- 
manding the district to put the soldiers 
in charge of the town. 

In almost every case women, girls and 
boys were the chief trouble makers, and 
when a shop was broken into they loot- 
ed its contents, whether they were 
Lread, meat, furniture or barbers’ imple- 
ments. 

Following a demonstration earlier in 
the day at North Wolwich, a large 
crowd assembled last evening in South 
Wolwich and the shops owned by Ger- 
Mans were attacked and their windows 
broken. 

In Lambet, Kennington, Bow, Dept- 
ford, Finbury, Islington and Wood- 
green—in fact in virtually all the poorer 
districts of the metropolis—shops belong- 
ing to aliens of enemy countries or of 
subjects of German descent were 
wrecked and their contents thrown into 
the street. 

Shops of Some Natives Attacked. 

At Canningtown, a furniture store was 
cleared of all its goods, even the pic- 
tures being taken from the wall, while 
in Limehouse every window of a large 
furniture factory was smashed. No dis- 
tinction was made by the mob between 
Germans and persons of German de- 
scent, some of the shops damaged be- 
longing to men born in this country of 
German parents. A German name on a 
tignboard was sufficient to bring an at- 
tack from the infuriated mobs. 

In one case the sufferer was the ‘Town 
Councillor of Poplar, who was born in 
England and has associated himself with 
the public life of the borough all his 
life. Unfortunately for himself he bears 
«a German name. 

A baker shop attacked in Poplar was 
the gathering place for the local poll- 
Ucians. Its proprietor is a German in 
name only. He is one of the leading 
rpirits of the district. 

In this same neighborhood women at- 
tacked the wives of aliens in their 
homes, chased them through the streets 
and threw their belongings into the road- 
ways. : 
Alfenms Fiee for Safety. 

There is hardly an establishment in 
Lendon owned by a German, or which 
employs Germans, which, has not been 

_ damaged, or which is not barricaded to 

prevent it from being damaged. Alien 


}places have fled to spots where they 
will not be recognized. 

Following the example set at Smith- 
field the auctioneers at Romford refused 
to sell cattle to subjects of enemy coun 
tries and notified them that their bids 
would not be taken, 

A memorial to the Lord Mayor of 
London is being ‘extensively signed bv 
alien members of the Stock Exchange, 
repeating with emphasis the oath of 
ajilegiance they took when they became 
naturalized British subjects and express- 
ing their unqua:ified condemnation o0? 
“the barbarous methods of warfare 
which have been adopted in Germany.”’ 

Several of the London clubs decided 
to ask Germans, although they are natu- 
talized British subjects, not to use the 
rlub premises during the war. 

The large American meat establish- 
ment at Smithfield today joined their 
a confreres in displaying notice 
that no business would be transacted 
with Germans. Some friction had been 
threatened because the Americans de- 
layed putting out the notice until they 
received instructions from headquarters. 


Four Men Injured. 
Anti-German feeling in the Gold- 


thorpe mining district, in Yorkshire, led 
to violent scenes during the night. Re- 
volvers were fired and four men were 
injured. The police had to charge the 
crowd and had great difficulty in keep- 
ing the infuriated miners in check. 

The enthusiasm of the anti-Germanists 

was evidenced this afternoon at Tower 

Hill, an historic meeting place of Lon- 

don, when 100 black coated stockbrokers, 

merchants and city men, supported by 
thousands of the general public, stood 
in a drenching rain and wildly cheered 
speeches calling for the internment of 

Germans. The following resolution was 

then adopted: 

“Thousands of citizens of London 
gathered together at a mass meeting 
unanimously protest against any kith 
and kin of German mutilators, poisoners 
and murderers of men, women and chil- 
dren being any longer allowed to be at 
large in the British Islands and fearing 
riots, fires, the spread of disease germs 
and poisoned water hereby unanimously 
demand that the Government take im- 
mediate steps to intern or deport all 
alien enemies, male or female, whatever 
their nationality, ‘naturalized or other- 
wise.”’ 

This resolution immediately was tele- 
graphed to Premier Asquith. 

Sinclair Smith, chairman, in a speech 
warned the Government that the temper 
of the people was such that unless the 
Cabinet carried out the demands of the 
resolution the people would take the law 
into their own hands. 

Property Worth 81,000,000 Destroyed 
in Johannesburg Anti-German Riots. 
JOHANNESBURG, Union of South 

Africa, May 13.—There have been a 

series of violent anti-German demon- 

strations in Johannesburg which culmi- 

nated yesterday in the wreeking of a 

number of German and Austrian estab- 

lishments. The police intervened to 
quell the disturbance, but they were vir- 
tually powerless. 

Altogether more than fifty buildings 

have been wholly or purtly wrecked and 
their contents either burned or reduced 
to matchwood. The establishments 
cleaned out include 10 large warehouses, 
10 saloons, three hotels and more than 
twenty shops. 
The mob destroyed the German Lied- 
erkranz Club and pillaged the offices of 
the General Mining Corporation. «This 
concern has an international board of 
directors, including some Germans. The 
crowd burned all the books, records and 
accessible papers of the company. 

The offices of Sir George Albus, near 

the Stock Exchange, were raided and 

a bonfire was made of the furniture. 

The crowd also fired the premises of a 

well-known German firm, Gunderfilinger 

& Co., general merchants... The dam- 

age here alone was not less than $250,000, 

and the total losses from the rioting 
which continued far into the night, are 
placed well over $1,000,000. 

The wreckers worked methodically to 
the sound of whistles and in accord- 
ance with a list prepared in advance. 
There was no looting, the crowds sim- 
ply carrying out a policy of retaliation. 
Amidst cries ‘““‘The murders of the Lusi- 
tania babies are avenged’ and ‘‘the 
murders of our prisoners of war are 
avenged,’’ the German Club in Johan- 
nesburg was set on fire. Portraits of 
Emperor William, Bismarck and the 
Emperor of Austria were torn from the 
walls and thrown into the flames. 

Breaking up into smaller bands, the 
wreckers set fire to German property 
in all directions. The entire center of 
Johannesburg soon was brilliantly il- 
luminated, and further out jn the sub- 
urbs blazing beacons could be seen at 
all points of the compass. 
Blacklist of German Merchants 

. Chieago Is Charged. 

CHICAGO, May 13.—Reports that Ger- 
man grocers and butchers are losing 
business from American middle class 
citizens in Hyde Park, Kenwood and on 
the North Side continued to grow today. 

“Everybody has the privilege of get- 
ting his necessary supplies from who- 
ever he chooses to purchase them from, ’ 
said Horace Brand, a German editor to- 
day, “but if we have no right to harm 
others because of their creed or race, 
neutral Americans certainly are not 
privileged to blacklist their fellow cit- 
izéns on account of their descent. 

“Itis nevertheless a fact that in many 
districts in Chicago, German dealers 
have been blacklisted, but what if the 
Germans in Chicago would resort to the 
one retaliatory measures adopted by 
Germany against England? What if the 
local Germans, finding their economic 


existence endangered, should follow the 
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CLARE NCE H MAC KAY 
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example set and declare that they will 
buy from Germans only, will employ 
German workmen only, read no other 
than German papers and patronize:such 
firms only which advertise in German 
papers? A community numbering three- 
quarters of a million could, without dif- 
ficulty, take up an economic struggle 
forced upon it.” 


German and English Factions of New 
York Church Quarrel, 

NEW YORK, May 13.—English and 
Germans clashed last night in the Cor- 
nell Methodist Episcopal Church, in East 
Seventy-sixth street, and the Germans 
retreated with dignity, carrying a Bible 
and a curtain and determined to renew 
the attack today in the civil courts. 

The German department of the church, 
of which the Rev. Joseph S. Baun is 
pastor, has been holding services on the 
ground floor at 4 p. m. Sundays, while 
the English department, of which the 
Rev. James H. Lockwood | is. pastor, 
holds services in the second floor hall 
at 1and8s& p.m. A month ago relations 
became so strained the German depart- 
ment was told to vacate by June 1. 

Last night, after services, the Ger- 
mans started out with the German Bible, 
curtains and other articles for which 
they had paid. They were told that 
nothing could be taken from the church 
and then the quarrel started, the excite- 
ment becoming such that a patrolman 
was called. In the excitement the Bible 
ar.d curtains were taken from the church

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AUSTRIAN PRESS 
PREPARES NATION 
FOR WAR ON ITALY 


Post-Dispatch Man Finds Vienna 
Tense as Censorship Is Taken 
From Newspapers. 


TROOPS GUARD FRONTIER 
Tyrolean Sharpshooters and 


Artillerists Guard Passes and 
Roads From South.

VIENNA, via The Hague, May 13.— 


In the Tyrol the famous Tyrolean 
sharpshooters are guarding the 
paths and the passes; batteries of heavy 


artillery and light mountain guns are 
trained on all the roads and approaches 
leading from Italy. To the southward 
German and Austrian troops are massed 
along the frontier, awaiting the deci- 
sion of Italy for war or peace. 

For the first time since the Austro- 
Italian question became acute the cen- 
sorship muzzle has been taken from 
the Viennese press, which has not been 
allowed to discuss the negotiations. The 
Freie Presse, close to Government, an- 
nounces that the situation is of the 
gravest, but there is still a flicker of 
hope. 

It is evident that the press is prepar- 
ing the public for the possibility of 
another foe being added to the list 
against Germany, Austria and Turkey, 
by rending the curtain long over the 
negotiations and showing the gravity 
of the situation. 

Suspense in Vienna. 

With a war cloud coming from Aus- 
tria’s southern and southeastern fron- 
tiers, and another looming from Ru 
mania in the East, whence I came to- 
day, there is for the first time some- 
thing like the tension of suspense in 
the air of Vienna. 

Papers Warn Axainst Optimism. 

The Emperor received Premier Kar! 
Stuergkh in special audience this fore- 
noon, and there was a general minis 
terial council this afternoon. I am in- 
formed that the relations between Aus- 
tro-Hungary and Italy are not yet 
broken off, and to this the hopeful are 
clinging as to the last straw. The after- 
noon papers warn the public against 
optimism; it can be said Vienna is pre- 
pared for the worst. 

The gravity of the situation is to some 
extent counteracted by the news that 
100,000 prisoners, 60 guns and 200 ma- 
chine guns have been captured from the 
Russians in the Carpathian battles. 
Large numbers of Austrians and Ger- 
mans, fleeing Italy, are reaching Vienna 
on every train.

Peace 


British and Germans Fought All Night With Ever 
Increasing Fury, He Writes—Sunday’s 
Shattered. 
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Plaintiff in $50,000 Action for .: 
Alleged Libel Tells of Rela~ —"° 
tions With Colonel. ) 


LONDON, May 13.—The official Brit- 
ish “eyewitness,’”’ under date of May 11, 
gives an account of the German at- 
tempts on Saturday and Sunday last to 
break the British lines around Ypres, 
and the commencement of the Anglo- 
French offensive north of Arras. He 
says: 

“Early Saturday morning it became 
apparent that the Germans were pre- 
paring an attack in strength against 
our line running east and northeast from 
Ypres, for they were concentrating un- 
der cover of a violent artillery fire, and 
at about 10 o’clock the battle began in 
earnest. 

Penetrated British Front. 

“At that hour the Germans attacked 
our line from the Ypres-Poelcappelle 
road to within a short distance of the 
Menin high road. Under this pressure 
our front was penetrated at some points 
around Frezenberg and at 4:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon we made a counter- 
attack between Zonnebeke road and the 
railway in order to recover the lost 
ground. Our offensive was conducted 
most gallantly, but was checked before 
long by the fire of machine guns. 

‘‘Meanwhile the enemy launched an- 
other attack through the woods south of 
the Menin road, and at the same time 
threatened our left to the north of 
Ypres with fresh masses. Most desper- 
ate fighting ensued, the German infan- 
try coming on again and again and 
gradually forcing our troops back, 
though only for a short distance, in spite 
of repeated counter attacks. 


Battled Furiously All en. 
‘During the night the fighting con- 


tinued to rage with ever increasing fury. 
It is impossible to say at exactly what 
hour our line was broken at different 
points, but it is certain that at one time 
the enemy’s infantry poured through 
along the Poelcappelle road and even 
got so far as Wieltje at 9 p. m. 

“Northeast of the salient a counter 
attack carried out by us about 1 a. 
m. swept the enemy*out of Wieltje 
at the bayonet’s point, leaving the 
village strewn with German dead 
and pushing on regained most of the 
ground to the north of that point. 

Blazing Villages Illume Sky. 

“And so the fight surged to and 
fro, throughout the night. All around 
the scene of the conflict the sky was 
lit up by the flashes of the guns and 
the light of blazing villages and 
farms, while against this background 
of smoke and flame looking out in 
the murky light over the crumbling 
ruins of the old town, rose the bat- 
tered wreck of the cathedral tower 
and the spires of Cloth Hall. 

“When Sunday dawned the firing for 
a time died down. The comparative lull 
enabled us to reorganize and consolidate 
our position on the line we had taken 
up and to obtain some rest after the 
fatigue and strain of the night. In the 
afternoon the climax of the battle was 
reached, for, under the cover of intense 
artillery fire, the Germans launched no 
less than five separate assaults against 
the east of the salient. 


Germans Fight in Desperation. 

“To the north and northeast their at- 
tacks were not at first pressed to hard 
as on the south of the Menin road, 
where the fighting was especially flerce. 
In the latter direction masses of infantry 
were hurled on with absolute despera- 
tion and were beaten off with corre- 
sponding slaughter. 

At one point, north of town, 500 of the 
enemy advanced from the wood, and it 
is affirmed by those present that not 
a single man of them escaped. 

“On the eastern face, at 6:30 p. m. an 
endeavor was made to storm the grounds 
of the Chateau Hooge, a little north of 
the Menin road, but the force attempting 
it broke and fell back under the hail of 
shrapnel poured upon them by our guns. 
It was on this side, where they had to 
face the concentrated fire of guns, max- 
ims and rifles, again and again, in their 
efforts to break their way through that 
the Germans incurred their heaviest 
losses, and the ground was literally 
heaped with dead. 


Saw Germans in Khaki. 

‘During the day our troops saw some 
of the enemy busily employed in strip- 
ping the British dead in our abandoned 
trenches east of the Hooge Chateau and 
several Germans afterward were noticed 
dressed in khaki. 

“So far as the Ypres region was con- 
cerned, this for us was a most success- 
ful day. Our line, which on the north- 
east of the salient had after the pre- 
vious day’s fighting been reconstituted 
a short distance behind the original 
front, remained intact. Our losses were 
comparatively slight, and owing to the 
targets presented by the enemy the ac- 
tion resolved itself on our part into 
pure killing. 

‘The reason for this very determined 
effort to crush our left on the part of 
the Germans is not far to seek. It te 
probable that for some days previously 
they had been in possession of informa- 
tion which led them to suppose that we 
intended to apply pressure on the right 
of our line and that their great attac« 
upon Ypres on the 7th, 8th and 9th was 
undertaken with a view to diverting us 
from our purpose. 

Praises Germans Soldiers. 

“In this the Germans were true to 
their principles, for they rightly hold 
that the best manner of meeting an ex- 
pected hostile offensive is to forestall 
it by attacking in some other quarter. 
In this instance their leaders acted 
with the utmost determination and en- 
ergy and their soldiers fought with the 
greatest courage. 

“The failure of their effort was due 
to the splendid endurance of our troops, 
who held the line around the salient 
under a fire which again and again 
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blotted out whole lengths of the de-

Associated with Lord Bryce on the 
committee were Sir Frederick Pol- 
lock, Sir Edward Clarke, Sir Alfred 
Hopkinson, H. A. L. Fisher, Vice 
Chancellor of the University of Shef- 
field; Harold Cox, and Kenelm E. 
Digby. The committee was appointed 


by Premier Asquith, Jan. 22 last, and

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treatment of civilians, and breaches 
of law and established usages of 
war.” 

The most important findings of the 
committee are summed up in the fol- 
lowing conclusion at the close of the 
report:

“Third: That looting, house 
burning, and the wanton destruc- 
tion of property were ordered and 
eountenanced by the officers of 
the German army; that elaborate 
provision had been made for the 
systematic incendiarism at the 
Very Outbreak of the war, and 
that the burning and destruction 

» were frequent where no military 
necessity could be alleged, being 
indeed part of a system. of gen- 
eral terrorization. 

“Fourth: That the rules and 
usages of war were frequently 
broken, particularly by the using 
of civilians, including women and 
children, as a shield for advanc- 
img forces exposed to fire, to a 
less degree by killing the wound- 
ed and prisoners, and in the fre- 
quent abuse of the Red Cross and 
the White Flag.

There might be 
some exaggeration in one witness, pos- 
sible delusion in another, inaccuracies 
in a third. When, however, we found 
that things which at first seemed im- 
probable were testified to by many wit- 
nesses coming from different places, the 
points in which they all agreed became 
more and more evidently true. When 
this concurrence of testimony showed it- 
self in hundreds of depositions, the 
truth of the broad facts stood out be- 
yond question. 

Civillans Shot Indiscriminately. 

Taking up the conditions at Liege, Bel- 
gium, at the outset of the war, the 
report gives a harrowing recital of oc- 
currences at various points in the de. 
vastated territory. At Herve, on Aug. 4, 
the report says, ‘‘the murder of an in- 
was a 
prelude to the burning and pillage of the 
town and of other villages in the neigh- 
borhood; to the indiscriminate shooting 
of civilians of both sexes and to the 
unorganized military execution of 
batches of selected males. Thus some 
5) men escaping from burning houses 
were seized,, taken outside the town 
and shot. At Melen, a hamlet west of 
Herve, 40 men were shot. In one house- 
hold alone the father and mother (names 
given) were shot, the daughter died 
after being repeatedly outraged and the 
son was wounded. 

“In Soumagne and Micheroux very 
many civillans were summarily shot. In 
a field belonging to a man named E—, 
56 or 57 were put to death. “A German 
officer said: ‘You have shot at us.’ One 
of the villagers asked to be allowed 
to speak and said: ‘If you think these 
people fired, kill me, but let them go.’ 
The answer was three volleys. The 
survivors were bayonetted. Their bodies 
were seen in the field that night by an- 
cther witness. One at least had been 
mutilated. These were not the only 
victims in Soumagne. The eyewitness of 
the massacre saw, on hts way home, 20 
bodies, one that of a young girl of 
13. Another witness saw 19 corpses in 
a meadow. 


Priest Bayoneted. 

‘“‘At Heure le Romain all the male in- 
habitants, including some bedridden old 
men were imprisoned in the church. The 
Burgomaster’s brother and the priest 
were bayonetted. The village of Vise 
was completely destroyed. Officers di- 
rected the incendiaries, who worked me- 
thodically with benzine. Antiques an4 
china were removed from the houses 
tefore their destruction by officers, who 
guarded the plunder, revolver in hand. 

“Entries in a German diary show that 
on Aug. 19 the German soldiers gave 
themselves up to debauchery in the 
streets of Liege, and on the night of 
the 2th a massacre took place in the 
streets. * * * Though the cause of the

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massacre is in dispute, the results are 
known with certainty. The Rue des 
Pitteurs and houses in the Place de 
l'Universite and the Quai des Pecheurs 
were systematically fired with benzine, 
and many inhabitants were burned alive 
in their houses, their efforts to escape 
being prevented by rifle fire. Twenty 
persons were shot while trying to es- 
cape, before the eyes of one of the wit- 
nesses. The Liege fire brigade turned 
out, but was not allowed to extinguish 
the fire. Its carts, however, were use- 
fully employed in removing heaps of 
civilian corpses to the town hall.” 

Taking up the valleys of the Meuse 
and Sambre, the report gives lengthy de- 
tails of terrible conditions described by 
witnesses at Andenne, and says: 

“About 400 persons lost their lives in 
this massacre, some on the banks of 
the Meuse, where they were shot accord- 
ing to orders given, and some in the 
cellars of the houses where they had 
taken refuge. Eight men belonging to 
one family were murdered. Another 
man was placed close to a machine 
gun which was fired through him. His 
wife brought his body home on a wheel- 
barrow. The Germans broke into her 
house and ransacked it. 

“A hairdresser was murdered in his 
kitchen, where he ‘was sitting with «a 
child on each knee. A paralytic was 
murdered in his.garden. After this came 
the general sack of the town. 
the inhabitants who escaped the mas- 
sacre were kept as prisoners and com- 
pelled to clear the houses of corpses 
and sury them in trenches. These pris- 
oners were subsequently used as a 
shelter and protection for a pontoon 
bridge which the Germans had built 
across the river and were so used to 
prevent the Belgian forts from firing 
upon it. 

Many Slain in Dinant. 

“A few days later the Germans cele- 
brated a Fete Nocturne in the square. 
Hot wine, looted in the town, was 
drunk, and the women were compelled 
to give three cheers for the Kaiser 
and to sing ‘‘Deutschland Uber Alles.’’ 

Similar details are recited at much 
length in reference to the districts of 
Namur, Charleroi and tHe town of Di- 
nant. At the latter point, the report 
says, ‘‘unarmed civilians were killed in 
masses. About 90 bodies were seen ly- 
ing om top of one another in a grass 
square opposite the convent. They in- 
cluded many relatives of a_ witness, 
whose deposition is given. * * * It is 
stated that besides the 90 corpses re- 
ferred to, 60 corpses of civilians were 
recovered from a hole in the brewery 
yard and that 48 bodies of women and 
children were found in a garden. The 
town was systematically set on fire by 
hand gréhades.

Workers to Receive Checks for 
Money Lost by Pay Cut Dur- 
ing 8 Months Depression.

HOUGHTON, Mich., May 13.—Officlals 
cf the Calumet and Hecla Mining Co. 
anrounced here today that, on June 12, 
a bonus of more than $500,000 would be 
distributed among the 10.000 employes of 
ihe company and its subsidiaries. 

On account of business Gepression, the 
co*poration, on Sept. 1, 1914, passed its 
dividend, put employes on three-quarters 
time and reduced wages 10 per cert. Of- 
fice employes, from manager to office 
boys, received a cut of 15 per cent. 

When the copper situation began to 
improve and show a profit, the men wero 
put back on full time and wages were 
advanced to the former scale. 

The company announces that it will 
share its prosperity witii employes by 
paying each man the money he forfeit- 
el during the eight months’ of depres- 
sicn by the reducetion in ey. 

This bonus he will get in one check 
at the first June payday. It amounts to 
over $200 in cases of high-grade Con- 
tract miners and foremen. Every direc- 
ror of every corporation concerned, en- 
dorsed the plan. 


the civilian population of Dinant gave 
any provocation, or that any other de- 
fense can be put forward to justify the 
treatment inflicted upon its citizens.”’ 

The committee states that it has re- 
ceived a great mass of evidence on 
“scenes of chronic outrage’’ in the ter- 
ritory bounded by the towns of Aer- 
shot, Malines, Vilvorde and Louvain. 
The report states that the battle of Ma- 
lines was the occasion later of “numer- 
ous murders committed by the German 
army in retreating through the villages; 
and in the second place it led to the 
massacres, plunderings and burnings at 
Louvain.’’ The report adds: 

“Evidence goes to show that deaths 
in these villages were due not to ac- 
cident, but to deliberate purpose. The 
wounds were generally stabs or cuts, 
and for the most part appear to have 
been inflicted with a bayonet. 

Many Bodies in Malines, 

“In Malines many bodies were seen. 
One witness saw a German soldier cut 
a woman’s breast after he had murdered 
her, and saw many other dead bodies 
of women in the street. * * * In Hof- 
stadt two witnesses speak of having 
seen the body of a young man pierced 
by bayonet thrusts, with the wrists cut 
also. 

“On a side road the body of a civil- 
ian was seen on his doorstep with a 
bayonet wwund in his stomach, and by 
his side the dead body of a boy of 5 or 
6 with his hand nearly severed. Two 
young women were lying in the back- 
yard of a house. One had been slashed; 
the other had been stabbed. A young 
man had been hacked with a bayonet. 
He had his hands joined in the attitude 
of prayer. 

“In Sempst the body of a man with 
his legs cut off, who was partly bound, 
was seen by a witness, who also saw 
a girl of 17 in great distress. She al- 
leged that she and other girls had been 
dragged into a field, stripped and vio- 
iated, and that some of them had been 
killed with a bayonet. 

‘“‘At Elewyt a man’s naked body was 
tied up to a ring in the wall in the 
backyard of a house. He was dead and 
his body was mutilated. A woman's 
naked body also was found in a stable 
ebutting on the same back yard. 

“At Haesche a child of 3 with its 
stomach cut open by a bayonet was 
lying near a house. At Werchter the 
todies of a man and a woman and 
four younger persons were found in one 
house. 

“If this explanation be the true one, 
the mystery is solved, and that which 
seemed scarcely credible becomes more 
intelligible though not less pernicious.” 

Another division of the report is on the 
‘killing of noncombatants in France.”’ 
This is not as detailed as the case of 
Belgium, as the committee states that 
the French official report gives the most 
complete account as to the invaded dis. 
tricts in Franoe. It adds: 

“The evidence before us proves that, 
in the parts of France referred to, mur- 
der of unoffending civilians and other 
acts of cruelty were committed by some 
of the German troops.” 

Offenses Against Children. 

“Tt is clearly shown,” continues the 
report, ‘‘that many offenses were com- 
mitted against infants and quite young 
children. On one occasion children wers 
even roped together and used as a mili- 
tary screen against the enemy; on an- 
other three soldiers went into action 
carrying small children to protect them- 
selves from flank fire. A shocking case 
of the murder of a baby by a drunken 
soldier at Malines is reported by one 
eyewitness and confirmed by another. 
se? 8 

Cases of the Red Cross being migusei 
for offensive military purposes, and of 
abuse of the white flag also are given. 
As to the latter the report says: 

“There is in our opinion suffictent 
evidence that these offenses have been 
frequent, deliberate and in many cases 
committed by whole units under orders, 
All the facts mentioned are in contra- 
vention of The Hague convention, signed 
by the Great Powers, including France, 
Germany, Great Britain and the United 
Btates, in 1907."*

A referendum tvote of 2000 members of 
the Civic League and its allied organi- 
zations on the proposed Central Park- 
way was begun yesterday. Ballots and 
information relating to the big plaza 
were mailed to all members. 

The communication stated that the 
Executive Committee and the Parks and 
Boulevards Committee of the organiza- 
tion have indorsed the parkway on be- 
half of the league, anda it was desired 
to poll the entire membership to find 
out what proportion favors the park- 
way. 

Mayor Kiel, at a meeting of the Gen- 
eral Committee of 150 tn charge of the 
parkway campaign, asserted the women 
held the balance of power in the park- 
way election. The active efforts of the 
Women’s Parkway Committee, he said. 
would assure the success of the pro- 
posal at the polls 

The Mayor vellirnesd his opposition 
to the segregation issue, and declared 
it had no connection with the parkway 
and was being used by opponents of 
the project only as a bugaboo to fright- 
en negro voters. 

Opposed by selfishness. 

The principal opposition to the park- 
way, he declared, came from those with 
selfish interests,: or rrom that selfish 
portion of the ‘“‘big rich’’ who opposs 
the plaza because of the cost. Tha 
Mayor believes all fair-minded residents 
will vote to find out the exact cost as 
a basis for future action. 

Nathan Frank, chairman of the Fi!- 
nance Committee, reported that busi- 
ness men were responding generously 
to the letters requesting contributions, 
and that only two men had declined to 
contribute and sent letters giving rea- 
sons why they are against the park- 
way. The refusals, he said, were based 
upon misinformation disseminated by 
parkway opponents. Pamphlets being 
distributed by the opposition, he assert- 
ed, are replete with misleading state- 
ments regarding the cost and probable 
assessments. 

Women Enthusiastic. 

Mrs. W. H. Utter, chairman of the 
Women’s Committee, »eported the won - 
en are “taking to the parkway cam- 
paign like a duck takes to water.’’ She 
said that in response to a request for 
concise arguments from a woman's 
standpoint to be used by women speak- 
ers for the parkway, a “perfectly hu- 
man womaniy’’ document had been pre- 
pared and would be distributed among 
the women for use in the campaign. 

Former Park Commissioner Davis, in 
a report of the Executive Committee, 
said that speakers were being listed 
and neighborhood meetings are being 
arranged throughout the city to answer 
misleading arguments contained in 
pamphlets being distributed by the op- 
position. These arguments, he gaid, es- 
timate the parkway cost at $15,000,000, 
and base their figures on this to reach 
an “absurd result’ in the alleged asg- 
sessments to be paid by property own- 
ers in various districts. ‘ 

If the cost of the parkway exceeds 


/$10,000,000, Mayor Kiel has pledged him- 


self to abandon the project. Advocates 
say the entire cost will not be more 
than $8,000,000. 

A mass meeting, scheduled for May 
22 in Lafayette. Park, has been post- 
poned until June 5, the day preceding 
“Civic Sunday.”

ST. LOUIS POLICE 
MERIT SYSTEM 1S 
MODEL, HE SAYS 


Raymond D. Fosdick, of New 
York, an Authority, to Recom- 
mend It to Other Cities. 


Raymond D. Fosdick of New York, 
whose comprehensive study of police 
systems in Europe has recently been 
embodied in a book ané whose study of 
American police systems has brought 
him to St. Louis, has found something 
in the St. Louls department which he is 
preparing to recommend to all other 
cities. He sald this morning that the 
merit system here is unrivaled with 
the possible exception of the one in 
New York City, and he thinks ours may 
be superior to New York’s. 

“So far as I can discover,’’ he said, 
“the merit system as handled by the 
Polize Departinent’s Efficiency Board 
is water tight. It is eiastic enough for 
all purposes. The extraordinary thing 
about it to me is that it is not required 
by law, but was established by the de- 
partment itself and is maintained by the 
department. I am told it gives satisfac- 
tion both to the men and ‘to the com- 
mandging Officers. 

‘In other places where there have 
been similar boards, the tendency has 
been to make the efficiency tests too 
academic. Manchester, England, for in- 
stance, found that its system Was pro- 


‘| moting the ‘crammers’ and not the men 


who were most valuable policemen. In 
St. Leuis, I am told, mental tests are 
only a third of the examination, the 
rest of it being the policeman’s prac- 
tical fitness for his work.”’ 

The investigator also commented fa- 
vorably upon the buildings and equip- 
ment of the St. Louis department, which 
he seemed to think unsurpassed. He 
seemed to think this advancement might 
be due to the fact that the department’s 
annual appropriations are not under the 
control of the city government. In cities 
where this is the case, whenever finan- 
cial paring has to be done it usually 
startd with the police.

COUNT APPONYI 


SAYS RUSSIA [5 
EUROPE'S MENACE 


Hungarian Opposition Leader 
Suggests Coalition of West- 
ern Powers After War. 


TALKS OF WAR’S OUTCOME 


Victory by Dual Allies Would 
Mean Little Change in 
Boundaries, He Believes.

BUDAPEST, Humgary. April 26. 


Count Albert Apponyi, the veteran 
Hungarian opposition party leader, 
former Minister and President of 
Parliament, who is widely known in 
the United States because of his lec- 
ture tour of four years ago, has 
received the correspondent of the 
Associated Press and discussed 
frankly, not only present war con- 
ditions in his country, but what the 
European struggle may bring forth. 
He is a thorough optimist. 

“T see no reason why,. after this 
war, some understanding of the 
Western. European Powers shouldn't 
come,” he said. “Austria and Hun- 
gary have no serious points of con- 
flict with England, and France, after 
1870, had to make an effort to re- 
gain her lost provinces from Ger- 
many, but she must now see that 
the attempt is hopeless. She has had 
the assistance of the strongest pos- 
sible coalition which coujd be ar- 
ranged to help her gain her desire, 
and is farther than ever from suc- 
cess. “It would be possible, I think, 
after the war, to reconcile her to 
the loss of some concessions regard- 
ing the autonomy of Alsace-lLorraine 
and enable her to enter the new 
coalition. England, too, would have 
to gige Up her aspirations to absqlute 
naval superiority over all the rest of 
the world—to a dominance which 
would enable her to dictate the af- 
fairs of the world—and content her- 
self with the position of the first 
naval Power.” ' 

Count Apponyi spoke at great length 
on the causes of’the war, expressing re- 
gret that Americans were inclined to 
attribute it to an attack by Austria on 
Servia and ignore Russia’s real object 
of gaining egress from the Black Sea 
to the Mediterranean and establish a 
Slav protectorate on the shore of the 
Adriatic. In asserting that the war 
Was due to a premeditated attack by 
Russia which had been in preparation 
since the Russo-Japanese War, Count 
Apponyi continued: 

“We Hungarians feel~that the strug- 
gle for us is one of very existence. 
There can never be any security for 
Western Europe so long as Russia is 
allowed to play a role in European af- 
fairs. Her whole history is one of con- 
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by the Russians, but the population is 
greater. In riches, the parts of Russian 
Poland occupied by us exceed Galicia. 
In addition, Germany holds virtually all 
of Belgium and Northern France, 80 
there is no doubt that if the war should 
cease under present conditions we should 
get back Galicia.’’ 

The aims for which Germany and Aus- 
tro-Hungary are fighting, the Count 
thought,. were already attained, for it 
would be’many long years before any 
Power or group of Powers would ven- 
ture to attack them oagain. 


Talks of United States, 
Talking of the sale of American muni- 


tions of war to the enemies of the 
Teutonic allies, the Count said: 
“Sentiment in Austro-Hungary is not 
sO intensely anti-American on this ac- 
count as in Germany, but we feel that 
the war would soon be over if the Unit- 
ed States would stop supplying artillery 


and ammunition to Russia. At the be- 
ginning of the war Russia had an im- 
mense superiority in rrtillery and great 
supplies of ammunition for it. Now she 
has lost so many cannon and has fired 
away so much ammunition that she ‘s 
barely able to hold her own, and we 
feel that without help from America this 
would be impossible for her. We realize 
that formal right may be on the side 
of the United States in this question, 
but it is hard to talk of formal right to 
some one whose son, father or brother 
has been killed by an American bullet.” 


NEW YORK BANK NEGOTIATES

Country Needs Money to Help Bridge

gotiated a loan to the Bolivian Govern- 
ment of $1,000,000. The loan is payable 
in one’ and two years. 

It is believed the loan will be of much 
assistance in helping the Bolivian Cov~- 
ernment. over the difficulties it has ex- 
perienced in connection with the Euro- 
pean war. This is not the first loan 
made by the National City Bank to the; 
Government. 3 

Other American bankers have also 
negotiated loans at various times, J. P. 
Morgan & Co. having taken $2,500,000 
of 6 per cent bonds in 1909.

Praemysl's Fall “Inexcusable.” 
In discussing the present situation the

Jalicia against the Russian masses and 
that it would be necessary to fall back 
slowly through Galicia to the natural 
defensive -frontier—the Carpathians. 
Przemysl should have been provisioned 
for at least a year. Why it was not, 
said Count Appony!, would be a sub- 
ject for inquiry after the war. 

Another mistake attributed by the 
Count to the military authorities was 
under estimating the force which th> 
Russians could throw into the field 
against Austro-Hungary at the begin- 
ning of the war. It had been thought 
that several months would pass and a 
large Austro-Hungarian army was de- 
tached for operations against Servia on 
this assumption. Russia was found. 
however, to be alreacy virtually on a 
war footing and reacy to pour her ar- 
mies into Galicia from the very first. 

In view of this condition, said the 
Count, the Austro-Hungarian leaders 
should have in the beginning followed 
the policy now adopted of leaving on 
the Servian frontier a force only strong 
enough to protect the border against 
invasion and throwing against the Rus- 
sians the whole strength of the army. | 
In this case the Russians, with their 
hundred divisions, would not have been 
able to fall so overwhelmingly on the 
4 or so divisions of the Austro-Hun- 
garian army. 


Won't Admit Loss of Galicia. 
Count Apponyi saia he did not admit 


that Galicia had been lost to the dual 
monarchy. 

“We have already driven the Russians 
from Bukowina,”’ he said, “why not 
from Galicia? But even taking the ex- 
treme case of the pessimists and grant- 
ing that our armies are not able to drive 
the Russians back on Russian soil, I 
would point out that the armies of Ger- 
many and Austro-Hungary are already 
in possession of several thousand square 
miles of Russian Poland. The area of

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TAFT GIVES PLA 
FOR WORLD PEACE 
LFAGUE AND COURT 


Former President, at World Con- 
gress, Suggests Force as Stay 
to Premature War. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 13.—Henry 
Clews was the chief speaker at the 
forenoon session of the World’s Court 
Congress, a movement formally 
launched here yesterday afternoon, 
which, its advocates claim, is the 
greatest advance yet taken toward 
lasting peace among the world Pow- 


ers. Prominent men from all over 
the country are present and William 
H. Taft and Alton B. Parker were 
speakers last night. 

Mr. Taft alluded briefly to the deli- 
cate situation in which the United 
States finds itself as a result of the 
war. He said: 

‘At a time when nearly all of Bu- 
rope is at war and our country is 
uncomfortably near to the disturb- 
ance, the launching of a plan for an 
international court of justice seems 
propitious.” 

Referring to the prospect of ac- 
complishment by the court, he said: 
“A movement like this loses force by

That this idea of an ae tri- 
bunal is practical and feasible, Mr. Taft 
said, is shown by the successful opera- 
tion of the constitutional courts of arbi- 
tration in this country, which have set- 
tled controversies between the states, 
and so-called general treaties, negoti- 
ated by Philahder C. Knox while Secre- 
tary of State, with France and England, 
to submit justifiable disputes to arhbi- 
tration. Mr. Taft explaified at length 
the methods employed in adjusting in- 
terstate differences, asserting that the 
procedure ts analagous to that of the 
international court which he proposes. 

“I am aware that membership in this 
league would involve on the part of 
the United States an obligation to take 
part in European and Asiatic wars,” he 
said, “and that in this respect.it would 
be a departure from the traditional pol- 
icy of the United States in avoiding en- 
tangling alliances with European or 
Asiatic countries. But I conceive that 
the Interest of the United States in and 
the close relations Jt has of a business 
and social character with other coun- 
tries, much closer now than ever before, 
would justify it, if such a league could 
be formed. running the risk that there 
might be of such a war in making more 
probable the securing of the inestimable 
boon of peace of the world, that now 
seems so far away.”’ 

Canada Issues a Case in Point. 

Mr. Taft also pointed out in support 
of his plan the amicable settlement of 
issues between the people of the United 
States and Canada, ‘“‘which, because of 
their nature, might have led to war.” 

“It is not too much to say,” he added 

‘that the ‘habit’ of arbitration is so 
fixed that a treaty to secure such a 
settlement in future issues would not 
make it more certain than it is. It is 
interesting to note that we now have two 
permanent arbitral slish-American 
commissions settling questions, 

'"“To constitute an effective League of 
Peace we do not need all the nations. 
Such an agreement between eight or 
nine of the great Powers, of Europe, 
Asia and America would furnish a use- 
ful restraint upon possible war. The 
successful establishment of a peace 
league between the great Powers would 
draw into it very quickly the less pow- 
erful nations. 

‘What should bé- the fundamental 
plan of the league? 

“In the first place, it ought to provide 
for the formation of a Court which 
would be given jurisdiction by the con- 
sent of all the members of the league 
to consider and decide justiciable ques- 
tions between them, or any of them, 
which have not yielded to negotiations 
according to the principles of the inter- 
national law and equity, so that the 
Court should be vested with power, 
upon application of any member of the 
league, to decide the issue as to whether 
the question arising is justiciable. 

‘2, A commission of conciliation for 
the consideration and recommendation 
of a solution of all nonjusticiable ques 
tions that may arise between the mem- 
bers should be created, and this com- 
mission should have power to hear evi- 
dence, investigate the causes of differ- 
ences and mediate between the parties 
and then make its recommendation for 
a settlement. 

“3. Conferences should be held from 
time to time to agree upon :principles 
of international law not already estab- 
lished as their necessity shall suggest 
themselves. When the conclusions of 
the commission shall have been sub- 
nmitted to the various parties to the 
league for a reasonable time, say a 
year, without calling forth objection, ‘t 
shall be deemed that they acquiesce in 
the principles thus declared. 

Peace Resources Gone, Then Force. 

“4. The members of the league shall 
agree that if any member of th® league, 
without first having submitted the ques- 
tion, if found justiciable, to the arbitral 
court provided in the fundamental com- 
pact, or without submitting the question, 
if found non-justiciable, to the commis- 
sion of conciliation for its examination, 
consideration and recommendation, then 
the remaining members of the league 
agree to join in the forcible defense of 
the members thus prematurely at- 
tacked.’’ 

Mr. Taft said that the principle of the 
general arbitration treaties with En- 
gland and France should be embraced 
in an effective League of Peace. 

“We must recognize, however, that 
the question within the jurisdiction, of 
such a court would certainly not include 
all the questions that might lead to 
war, and therefore we should provide 
some other instrumentality for helping 
the solution of those questions which 
are non-justiciable. This might well be 
a commission of conciliation, to investi- 
gate the facts and to formulate and 
recommend a settlement. We have an 
example of such a commission of.con- 
ciliation in the controversy between the 
United States and Great Britain over 
the seal fisheries. 

‘Undoubtedly the function of an Ar- 
bitral Court established in the interest 
of the above suggestion would lead to a 
good deal of valuable judge-made inter- 
national law. But that would not cover 
the whole field. Something in the nature 
of legislation on the subject would be a 
valuable supplement to _ internationa! 
law. 

‘It is to be observed that the fourth 
amendment does not involve the mem- 
bers of the league in an obligation to 
enforce the judgment of the court or of 
the recommendations of the commission 
of conciliation. ,It only furnishes the 
instrumentality offered to prevent at- 
tack without submission. The required 
submission and the delay incident there- 
to will in most cases lead to acquiescence 
in the judgment of the court or in the 
recommendation of the commission of 
conciliation. The threat of force against 
unjust war—for that is what is involved 
in the provision—will have a most salu- 
tary deterrent etext.”

Health Commissioner Starkloff 
said this morning that he and his de- 
partment was in sympathy with @ 
movement started by the Medical So- 
clety of the City Hospital Alumni to 
provide legislation preventing any 
person suffering from a communi- 
cable disease to gerve as a cook or 
waiter in any hotel, club or res- 
taurant. TDhe only possible obstacles 
he could see to such a program would 
lie in whether it would mean uncon- 
stitutional class legislation, and was 
not inclined to think that even this 
objection would be:found valid. 

“A city ordinance already requires 
that. persons handling milk in dairies 
must be free from communicable di- 
sease,” he said. “ThesHealth Depart- 
ment now would refuse a license to 
any hospital which did not require 
its nurses and other attendants to be 
free from disease.”’ 

Dr. Starkloff pointed out that the re- 
strictions about milk-handling are very 
Not only does an ordinance re- 
quire medical examiaation of all milk- 
ers, but the Health Department rules 
regulating the sale of unpasteurized 
milk provide that a dairyman’s lioense 
can be revoked if milk is handled by 


persons with communicable diseases. 


Auswers Anonymous Letter. 
The commissioner ‘was shown an 
anonymous letter on gtationery of a 


waiter’s organization in“"which the ques- 


| tion was asked whether it would not be 


as reasonable to require medical exam- 
ination of the butcher, the grocer and 
the baker as well as the waiter. He re- 
plied that while it would be desirable 
for ‘these also to be free from, disease, 
any contamination they* might give to 
raw food would be destroyed in cook- 
ing, and the great danger was in hand- 
ling food after it had been cooked. 

The Government has required fre- 
quent medical examination of cooks 
and waiters at Panama, and a report 
declares that it has been of inesti- 
mable value jn preventing danger 
from typhoid fever carriers and per- 
sons suffering from similar maladies, 
An eastern railroad has adopted the 
plan for its dining car service and

The Missouri! Pacific reports that 
since the examinations were institu- 
ted by L. M. Hill, superintendent of 
the dining car service, 75 per cent 
of applicants for jobs as stewards, 
cooks and waiters have been reject- 
ed. At the beginning ajl dining car 
employes were sent to the railroad 
hospital for thorough examination. 

Tests Unusually Rigid. 

The tests are said to have been 
more rigid even than those required 
by’ the United States Army and by 
life insurance , companies, It was 
found that many of the cooks, waiters 
and stewards were in advanced 
stages of tuberculosis, catarrh anc 


-various other communicable ailments. 


An overwhelming percentage of the 
entire force was discharged and the 
placeg were filled by men physically 
scund. All those accepted have to 
undergo re-examination every three 
months... If a man takes a few days 
off for any reason he is required to 
go ’*to the Missouri-Pacific hospital 
for & supplementary test to deter- 
mine whether he has contracted any 
ailment. If one of them shows! any 
symptoms of being ill he must be ex- 
amined forthwith. If he has an ail- 
ment he must quit work until he is 
well,-and if it is likely to be perma- 
nent he is dropped from the service. 

Dr. ‘Starkloff was amazed when he 
was informed of the high percentage 
of Missouri-Pacific rejections. He 
said he thought they must be due to 
strict requirements of physical con- 
dition outside of the question of com- 
municable disease. 

“Of course, it must be admitted,” 
he said, “that such jobs are attract- 
fve to men who, for one reason or 
another, are not fited for more severe 
forms of labor. I cannot explain this 
large percentage otherwise.” 

The Medical Society has appointed 
a committee to talk over the pro-, 
pose legislation generally with the 
Comissioner of Public Welfare. {In 
outline the plan is to require the 
proprietor of every public dining 
place to compel his helpers to pre. 
sent physicians’ certificates of health, 
with frequent re-examinations.

And, now, that it is only a matter of 
choice whether we do or do not have 
women on the police force in St. Louis— 
the legal way having been paved by 
an enactment of the last Legislature 
providing for policewomen in Missouri 
cities of more than %,000 population, 
the final decision resting with the Police 
Board— it behooves us to let Mrs. Wells, 
from the standpoint of five years actual 
service on the police force of Los 
Angeles, set at rest our doubts, fears 
and uncertainties.

THE AMERICAN ATTITUDE. 

The American people have reason to be thank- 
ful that Roosevelt, Wickersham and other froth- 
mouthers who are counseling rash and headlong 
acts on the part of the President, are not in po- 
sitions of responsibility where their action or ad- 
vice affects the country. 

What we need above all is cool, calm judg- 
ment, coupled with firmness in standing for 
right. Let ‘us first be sure that we are right at 
ali points before we take any step. We should 
not act on the assumption that war is inevitable. 
No one can ever tell whether or not it is in- 
evitable. We should assume that it is not in- 
evitable and do all in our power consistent with 
honor and right to avert it. 

On this point we may well bear in mind the 
counsel of the greatest of German statesmen, 
Bismarck, who remarked under similar circum- 
stances, that it is impossible to “know the cards 
in the hand of Providence” and that a nation 
that seeks war on the ground that it is inevitable 
reminded him of “a man who commits suicide on 
account of the apprehension of death.” 

Let us take moral stock in the beginning of this 
controversy. We do not want war with Ger- 
many. We have not sought trouble with her or 
any other nation. We have tried to maintain 
strict neutrality and to be just to and friendly 
with all. 

Germany, in her desperate sea warfare on her 
enemies, has injured us, a friendly nation. In 
violation of international law and agreements, and 
contrary to the usages of civilization, Germany 
has attacked American ships without warrant or 
warning and has drowned, among other non- 
combatants, more than 100 Americans, in a warn- 
ingless attack on a British liner. 
not only illegal and unfriendly, but inhuman. 

We are asking reparation and a guarantee that 
such barbarous, unfriendly and illegal acts shall 
not be repeated. We ask her to conform to law, 
obligation and humanity. 

It is with profound regret—nay, sorrow—that 
we feel impelled by invaded rights and violated 
law to proceed to this issue with Germany. It 
is not of our making. We have been injured in 
heart as well as honor and interest. We feel a 
profound pity that the German people should. be 
placed in such a position by their Government 
that they resort to such acts; that their Govern- 
ment, in order to attain its ends, should drive 
them to desperate measures which anger, humil- 
iate and alienate their friends. We feel, much 
as may be said for German defense, that it is a 
sort of madness which has brought them to a 
point where they must strike friend as well as 
foe—where they ask their friends to submit to 
deep injury and to do wrong in order to retain 
their friendship. 

President Wilson has taken the first necessary 
step to bring them to their senses and defend our 
rights. Germany must determine whether further 
steps are necessary. Her Government must decide 
whether we can continue our policy of friendly 
neutrality and preserve our honor, dignity and 
vital interests. The responsibility for the future 
rests with Germany. We profoundly hope that 
she will decide to do right. 
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A FABLED CRAFT. 
The total lack of any signs of the presence of 
a battleship named Piffle in the fleet occasions 
grave suspicions that it is only a fabled craft 
and has never had a place among the vessels of 
the American navy. 
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STRAWBERRIES OR WAR. 

Nowadays when a bawling cry breaks the dead 
calm of neighborhood you peer down the street 
uncertain whether the coming stentor is a war 
extra or a strawberry wagon. 

“Strawr-r-r” and “extrawr-r-r”’ and 
“war-r-r-r” in the mouths of news-berry venders 
are musically delightful, tantalizingly indistin- 
guishable.

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A PAN-AMERICAN RHODES NEEDED. 

Preston McGoodwin, our Minister to Venezuela, 
nit on a splendid idea when he planned to direct 
to the United States next year the Venezuelan 
youth who, but for the war, would now be ar- 
ranging for their higher education in European 
institutions.

We have urged as 
a justification for failing to do our duty in 
Mexico that to do so would benefit “American 
dollars.” Are we now to change faces and 
advance the supreme interest of “American 
dollars” as a justification for continuance 
in the refusal to do the duty imposed on ug 
in connection with the world war? 

The country will emerge from this crisis with 
an increased appreciation of the virtues of James 
Buchanan. He, too, had grievously tried the pa- 
tience of the nation. 

But he did not attack the Lincoln administra- 
tion on the qualities for which it was and is most 
admired, its sense of responsibility to history and 
tc the people and its acceptance of reason, not 
passion, as a guide. 

He did not, at the very moment when Mr. Lin- 
coln was preparing to vindicate splendidly the 
national sovereignty, insult him with odious com- 
parisons and attempt to weaken the patriotic unity 
of the country.

If Dr. Bernard Dernburg is getting on the 
nerves of even the most patient administration 
that has sat at Washington since Lincoln’s time, 
discretion ought to admonish him to make a quick 
and voluntary departure before our unusually 
comprehensive deportation Jaws are invoked. 

He is one of those who have from the first de- 
liberately set out to mislead German-American 
sentiment in this country. There has been just 
enough plausibility in his statements to make 
them credible to those willing to think the best 
of the German atttitude and the worst of the 
American attitude, and just enough mystery about 
his mission in this country to invest what he said 
with some weight in authority. 

Where he can go to when he leaves the asylum 
of this country is, of course, a problem.

If he tries 
to return to Germany via the Mediterranean route 
or via most of the North Sea routes he risks cap- 
ture by the allies unless he can show credentials 
establishing his diplomatic character. 

But his gross abuse of national hospitality 
leaves little concern as to where he goes, if he 
only gets out. Present as a tolerated guest in a 
house of mourning, he mocked at the cause of our 
sorrow. While grief over the death of our repre- 
sentative men, our accomplished women and our 
helpless children lost on the Lusitania was fresh 
he glorified the act by which they were destroyed. 
He threatened other tragic blows. He insisted 
that conditions under which Americans might 
travel in safety on the high seas would be dic- 
tated by Germany. He declared that the Amer- 
ican flag and American registry would afford no 
protection. “Anybody can commit suicide,” he 
said flippantly.

A War-Flag “Merger” 


HE Union Jack, the banner under 
7 which Englishmen, Scotchmen, 
Irishmen, Welshmen, Canadians, 
Australians, East Indians and men 
from other parts of the great ‘empire 
on which the sun never sets are now 
fighting on the bloody flelds of France, 
was designed 307 years ago, in 1606. The 
original flag of England, the banner of 
St. George, white with a red cross, was 
incorporated then with the banner of 
Scotland, which was blue with a white 
diagonal cross. This combination ob- 
tained the name of ‘“‘Union Jack,’’ in al- 
lusion to the union between England 
and Scotland, and to the name of the 
monarch who brought about the con- 
solidation of the crowns. This was 
James I of England and VI of Scotland, 
the word “‘Jack”’ being a corruption vf 
Jacobus, the Latin word for James. Tne 
original arrangement of the Union 
Jack continued until 1801, when, follow- 
ing the union with Ireland, the banner 
of St. Patrick, white with a diagonal 
red cross, was amalgamated with it. 
The red Maltese cross of St. Patrick 
was placed over the white cross of 8. 
Andrew, so that a thin white line on 
either side is all that remains of the 
Scottish cross.

Haldane Cleminson Caring fe- 
Prisoner on Honor Farm Near

JOLIET, TIL, May 13—Dr. Haldane 
Cleminson, serving a life term in the 
State prison for the murder of his wife, 

‘th the permission. of the authorities 
has voluntarily gone into isolation in a 
tent on the prison Honor Farm near 
here with a convict who was found to 
have smallpox. When the smallpox pa- 
tient was discovered steps were taxen to 
remove him from the rest of the pris- 
oners and the young doctor declared his 
willingness to take care of the patient 
and cure him. 

Dr. Cleminson, who was imprisoned 
four years ago, made a fight for his 
freedom after he was convicted by of- 
fering evidence to prove he was not at 
home the night his wife was killed. 
Some of his friends made g statement 
declaring he was out driving with an- 
other woman at the’time and that he 
remained silent concerning this at the 
trial to shield the other woman. This 
woman is said to have appeared tefore 
the Parole Board and made affidavit to 
this effect. 

The board, however, refused a parole. 
Dr. Cleminson then wrote to his parents 
declaring that if a parole were obtained 
he. would spend the rest of his life in a 
leper colony. His relatives tried to dis- 
suade him but he was firm and since

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TR STREET 
CAR SYSTEM TIED 
UP BY A STRIKE 


Discharge of Motorman and 
Other Grievances Cause Em- 
ployes to Declare Walkout. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 13.—Not a gity 
street car was being operated in Detroit 
at 7 a. m. today as the result of a 
strike called by Detroit United Railway 
conductors and motormen because of 
the company’s refusal to reinstate a 
motorman who had been discharged fan 
alleged careless handling of his ca:. 
The strike vote was taken at a meet- 
ing of more than 1500 carmen in the 
early morning hours and was ‘prac- 
tically unanimous. 

Thousands of factory employes and 
downtown workmen who had depend- 
ed on the street cars were from one to 
three hours late in reporting at thelr 
work. No disorder was in evidence. 

Street railway officials today an- 
nounced that an attempt: would soon be 
made to operate cars whether the strik- 
ers returned to work or not. 

They declared, however, the men had 
violated their working agreement with 
the company in not submitting their 
case for arbitration. The men, on the 
other hand, “declared that the company 
had repeatedly violated its side of the 
agreement, and while the case of the 
discharged motorman led directly to the 
strike, other factors, including unsatis- 
factory working conditions, induced 
them to walk out. 

As soon as Mayor Marx reached his 
office he summoned both the strikers 
and their employers for a conference. 
He first conferred privately with the 
union mer, then in private with the 
railroad officials and afterward a joint 
meeting was held.

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SKELETON OF SLAIN 
WOMAN 13 FOUND 
BURIED IN WOODS 


Hatchet Picked Up Near Shal- 
low Grave-at Rochelle Park® 
N. J.—Skull Crushed. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK,\May 13.—Passing through 
Johnson's Woods, Rochelle Park, N. J., 
Samuel Vreeland of Rochelle Park saw 


a woman’s patent leather pump sticking 
from the earth. On investigation he 
found the pump attached to the foot 
of a skeleton and informed the authori- 
ities. 

Detectives W. V. A. Bluevelt and John 
W. Courtier of ‘Hasckensack, under in- 
structions from Chief of Police Dunn 
and Prosecutor Thomas J. Ruckin, made 
discoveries which convinced them, their 
chief and the prosecutor, that a woman 
had been lured to the woods and mur- 
dered there or had been murdered at 
some distant point, carried to the woods 
and buried. 

Body Buried Haastily. 

The detectives found that the body had 
been buried hastily in a shallow grave 
too short for it. One of the pumps was 
missing, but was discovered a_ short 
distance away. Near it was a hatchet, 
to which strands of hair were held fast 
by what is believed to be dried blood. 

County Physician Ogden found that 
the skull had been crushed in on the 
left side. The woman had been buried 
fully dressed except that her hat was 
missing. 

Dr. Ogden said the woman had excel- 
lent teeth and an abundarice of brown 
hair, which indicated that she was 
young. The pumps are atcut 3 or 4 in 
size. The womal. wore a black skirt 
and waist, a thin underskirt, white cor- 
set cover, white petticoat and hWlack silk 
stockings. 

Evidently in Good Circumstances, 

‘“Juding from the clothes and the con- 
dition of the téeth,” Dr:> Ogden said, “‘il 
is my opinion that she was in good cir- 
cumstances. She wore rubber heels on 
her pumps and the pumps kad not much 
v-ear.”” 

A piece of a man’s shirt was found 
in the woods between, the grave and the 
spot where the second rump and the 
haichet were found. Dr. Ogden believes 
it was torn from the shirt worn by the 
murderer by the underbrush as he car- 
ried the body to the grave. Evidently 
the woman had been dead one or two 
years. : 

A careful search of the clothing and 
grave will be made today for articles 
which may lead to the identification of 
the woman.

The stories alluded to by Dr. Dern- 
burg purported to describe the effect of 
French artillery fire which had over 
whelmed the ocupants of German

Charte Against France Unfounded. 
When I was at the front I made a 
careful eo ef into this matter, and 
satisfied miyself that there was not one 
word of truth in the allegation that the 
French had used asphyxiating gases. 
There was a basis of truth in the 
stories, so far as the restilts of the fire 
and the condition in which the dead 
bodies were found, but the results were 
due entirely to the new shell which was 
being tried out in the famous French 
three-inch field gun, and not to the use 
of asphyxiating gases. 
T obtained my information from ar- 
tilery experts and from doctors who 
‘had performed autopsies on the bodies 
of the men killed by the new shell, the 
invention of which—as recently admit- 
ted in an official French communique—

trian navy, but is now. being used by 
both the Austrian and German armies 
for the heaviest types of shell. 

The variety of high explosive used 
inside the shells of modern artillery to 
bring about thele bursting is much 
greater than that of the explosives used 
for propelling the shell from the can- 
non. All service powders, as propul- 
sion explosive are generally calle, ean 
be roughly divided into two classes. The 
one is known as the ‘“‘nitro-cellulose’”’ 
type and the other as the “nitro-cellu- 
lose-nitro-glycerin’’ type. 

The former is used by the United 
States, France and Russia, and in the 
German and Austrian armies; the lat- 
ter is used by England, Japan, Italy, 
Argentine and Brazil and, the German 
end Austrian navies. ° 4 

But whichever type is used, gun- 
cotton is the principal ingredient of 
all modern powders. It is made from 
the waste of cotton mills, which, 
after being purified, to free it from 
dirt and grit, is reduced to cellulose, 
placed in stoves, carefully dried and 
then hedted with a mixture of highly 
concentrated nitric and sulphuric 
acids. 

When the process of nitration has 
been completed the guncotton is 
carefully washed in water and is then 
placed in a heating machine, Where 
it is reduced to a very fine state of 
division. Then it is boiled by means 
of steam, washed very thoraqughly 
again and is ready for use. Brut in 
this form it could not be used as a 
propellant, as its rate of combustion 
is too rapid and it would tear the gun 
to pieces. In this form, however, It 
is widely used in torpedoes and 
mines. , 

For service powders, however, the 
guncotton is mixed with either ether- 
alcohol or ether-acetone, and worked 
together until the fibrous character 
of the guncotton is destroyed. The re- 
sult of this is to make the combus- 
tion slower, and a service powder is 
thus prodweed suitable for use as a 
propellant. 

When the process is complete the 
mixture is rolled out and cut up into 
suitable form for use. This is the 
powder used in all the French ar- 
tillery, and it has the great advan- 
tage? of reducing the wear on the can- 
non to a minimum. The 3-inch field 
gun of the French throws a_eé shell 
seven or eight miles, and many of 
these cannon have been in continuous 
use since the beginning of the war, and 
are still in service, after firing thou- 
sands of roumds. 


Vaseline Used in Cordite. 
The nitro - cellulose - nitroglycerine 


type of service powder used in the 
English army is somewhat harder on 
the gun. It is known as cordite, and 
was adopted on the recommendation 
of a Royal Commission appointed by 
Parliament. It is an improved form 
of the ballistite, invented by Nobel in 
1888. It is made of nitrocellulose, or 
guncotton, and nitroglycerine, but 
instead of camphor, vaseline is used 
as a mixng agent. 

Cordite, which takes its name from 
the cord-like appearance of the manu- 
factured product, is officially stated to 
contain 58 per cent nitro-glycerine, 
87 per cent guncotton and 5 per cent 
vaseline. The guncotton and nitrogly- 
cerine are mixed together at a proper 
temperature, acetone is added and 
hardened in the mass, which is al- 
lowed to stand for from three and a 
half to four hours. Then vaseline is 
added and the whole is most carefully 
mixed, after which it is passed 
through a powerful hydraulic press, 
rrom which it emerges in cords. It is
